scalps. There was much yelling and 
tiring and It appeared to him as If 
the Infernal regions had broken loose. 

About sun down a party of Indians 
came In with about a dozen prisoners. 
The prisoners were stripped naked, 
their bands tied behind their backs, 
with faces and bodies blacked. These 
prisoners they burned to death on 
the bank of the Alleghany River op¬ 
posite the fort. Smith says that he 
stood on the wall of the fort until he 
beheld them begin to burn one of 
these rpen. They had him tied to n 
stake, and kept touching him with 
fire brands, red hot Irons and so 
forth, "hescreembig in a most dole¬ 
ful manner M The sconce appeared 
too shocking for Smith who expected 
to be put to death *is he had seen no 
other prisoner spared, and he retired 
to his lodging sore andeerry;

The next day Braddock’s artillery 
was brought to the fort, and other 
plunder, lie saw Indians with full 
dress British uniforms, with sash and 
half moon, laced hats. 

A few days afterwards the Indians 
disbanded and went iiome taking 
Smitii with them. After they had 
put him through the ceremony In¬ 
cluding Immersion in the river, they 
made him a member of the Caugh- 
newaga tribe to take the place of a 
chief who had been killed in war.
